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PREFACE 


This  guide  describes  the  requirements  for  preparing  and  qualifying  a recall  petition.  This  guide 
merely  summarizes  the  major  provisions  related  to  the  recall  process  and  does  not  have  the  force 
and  effect  of  law,  regulation,  or  rule.  Interested  parties  should  not  rely  on  this  guide  as  a 
substitute  for  consulting  their  own  legal  counsel.  In  case  of  conflict,  the  law,  regulation,  or  rule 
will  apply. 

In  this  guide,  the  proponent  of  the  recall  is  the  individual(s)  who  initially  serves  the  official  sought 
to  be  recalled  with  a Notice  of  Intention  and  files  a copy  of  the  Notice  with  the  Registrar  of 
Voters.  Accordingly,  when  the  guide  states  that  "you"  may  or  must  do  something,  "you"  refers  to 
the  proponent  of  the  petition. 

If  you  are  circulating  a recall  petition,  you  may  need  to  file  campaign  statements  under  the 
Political  Reform  Act  of  1974.  Consult  your  legal  counsel,  the  Technical  Assistance  Division  of 
the  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission,  or  this  office  for  information. 

Recall  petitions  are  governed  by  the  San  Francisco  Charter.  If  the  Charter  does  not  address  a 
particular  aspect  of  the  recall  process,  the  State  Elections  Code  provisions  for  municipal  elections 
apply.

How  is  a City  official  removed  from  office? 

Most  officials  may  only  be  removed  from  office  by  their  appointing  authorities,  or,  in  some  cases, 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Elected  officials  and  some  appointed  officials  may  be  removed  through  a recall. 


What  is  a recall? 

Recall  is  a method  by  which  voters  may  remove  an  official  from  office. 


Which  city  officials  may  be  removed  by  recall? 


The  following  officials  may  be  removed  by  a recall  election:

Can  an  official  be  recalled  at  any  time? 

An  official  can  be  recalled  at  any  time,  within  these  limitations: 

1 . You  cannot  begin  the  recall  process  until  the  official  sought  to  be  recalled  has  held  office 
during  her/his  current  term  for  more  than  90  days. 

2.  You  cannot  file  a recall  petition  against  the  official  until  s/he  has  held  office  for  at  least  six 
months. 

3.  You  cannot  begin  the  recall  process  during  the  last  six  months  of  an  official's  term. 

4.  You  cannot  begin  the  recall  process  if  a recall  election  has  been  held  on  the  official  within 
the  last  six  months. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27008,  SF  Charter  Section  9.108) 


Who  may  start  a recall? 

Any  registered  San  Francisco  voter  or  group  of  voters.  These  people  are  known  as  the 
proponents. 


What  must  I do  for  a recall  election  to  be  held? 

There  are  eight  basic  steps  for  a recall  election  to  be  held: 
(Details  for  each  step  follow,  starting  with  Question  8.) 
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1.  You  prepare  a Notice  of  Intention. 

2.  You  serve  the  Notice  to  the  official  you  wish  to  recall. 

3.  You  file  the  Notice  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters. 

4.  You  publish  the  Notice  in  a San  Francisco  newspaper. 

5.  You  prepare  and  submit  two  blank  copies  of  your  petition  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  for 
approval.  (You  cannot  begin  to  circulate  your  petition  until  the  Registrar  has  approved 
the  form). 

6.  You  circulate  and  collect  signatures  on  the  approved  petition. 

7.  You  file  the  recall  petition  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters. 

8.  The  Registrar  of  Voters  determines  whether  you  collected  enough  valid  signatures  and 
whether  you  have  met  other  requirements  to  qualify  the  petition  for  a recall  election. 


Q.7.  How  many  signatures  does  it  take  to  qualify  for  a recall  election? 

A.  You  need  valid  signatures  equal  to  10%  of  the  San  Francisco  registered  voters  at  the  time  you 

file  your  Notice  of  Intention  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters.  (The  number  of  registered  voters  in  San 
Francisco  is  updated  once  each  week,  except  for  the  last  two  months  before  an  election,  when  it 
is  updated  daily.)  As  of  February  10,  1993,  46,602  valid  signatures  of  registered  San  Francisco 
voters  is  required. 

(CA  Elections  Code  2721 1 ; SF  Charter  Section  9.1 11) 

Q.8.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  Notice  of  Intention? 

A.  You  (the  proponent)  must  follow  these  steps: 

1 . You  must  prepare  your  Notice  of  Intention  so  that  it  contains  these  four  items: 

° the  name  and  title  of  the  official  you  wish  to  have  recalled. 

° a statement,  not  exceeding  200  words  in  length,  of  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  recall. 

° the  printed  name,  signature,  and  business  or  residence  address  of  at  least  1 and  not  more 
than  5 of  the  proponents  of  the  recall. 

° the  text  of  CA  Election  Code  Section  27023.  (Following  is  the  exact  text.) 

(a)  Within  seven  days  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  intention,  the  officer  sought  to  be 
recalled  may  file  with  the  Clerk  an  answer,  in  not  more  than  200  words,  to  the 
statement  of  the  proponents. 

(b)  If  an  answer  is  filed,  the  officer  shall,  within  seven  days  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of 
intention,  also  serve  a copy  of  it,  by  personal  delivery  or  by  certified  mail,  on  one  of 
the  proponents  named  in  the  notice  of  intention. 

(c)  The  answer  shall  include  the  printed  name,  signature,  and  business  or  residence 
address  of  the  official  sought  to  be  recalled. 

2.  You  must  serve  your  Notice  of  Intention  by  personal  delivery,  or  by  certified  mail,  on  the 
official  you  with  to  have  recalled. 
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3.  Within  7 days  of  serving  the  Notice  of  Intention,  you  must  file  a copy  of  the  Notice,  along 
with  an  affidavit  of  the  time  and  manner  of  service,  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters. 

(Note:  if  you  are  recalling  more  than  one  official,  a separate  Notice  of  Intention  must  be  filed  for 
each  official  sought  to  be  recalled.) 

4.  You  must  make  arrangements  to  publish,  at  your  own  expense,  the  Notice  of  Intention,  at 
least  once  in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
County  Clerk's  office  in  Room  167,  City  Hall,  has  a list  of  newspapers  qualified  to  publish  legal 
notices. 

(Note:  you  are  not  required  to  include  the  text  of  CA  Elections  Code  Section  27023  in  the 
publication.) 

5.  Within  1 0 days  after  the  official  you  are  seeking  to  have  recalled  has  filed  an  answer  to  your 
Notice  of  Intention  --  or,  if  no  answer  is  filed  within  10  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  7-day 
period  for  the  official  to  respond  --  you  must  file  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters,  during  normal 
business  hours,  a copy  of  the  Notice  as  published,  together  with  an  affidavit  made  by  a 
representative  of  the  newspaper  in  which  the  Notice  was  published,  certifying  to  the  fact  of 
publication. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27020,  27021, 27022,  27031.5) 


Q.9.  Does  the  Official  Sought  to  be  Recalled  Have  an  Opportunity  to  Respond? 

A.  Yes.  Within  7 days  after  you  have  filed  your  Notice  of  Intention  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters,  the 
official  you  wish  to  have  recalled  may  file  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters  an  answer,  in  not  more 
than  200  words,  to  your  statement. 

If  an  answer  is  filed,  the  official  must,  within  7 days  after  you  filed  your  Notice  of  Intention,  also 
serve  a copy  of  her/his  answer,  by  personal  delivery  or  by  certified  mail,  on  you  and/or  other 
proponents. 

The  official's  answer  must  include  her/his  name,  signature,  and  business  or  residence  address. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27023) 


II.  THE  PETITION 

Q.  10.  What  must  I do  before  I start  circulating  a recall  petition? 

A.  You  take  the  following  actions: 

1 . As  stated  above,  you  must  file  your  proof  of  publication  of  the  Notice  of  Intention  with  the 
Registrar  of  Voters  within  10  days  after  the  official  you  are  seeking  to  have  recalled  has 
filed  an  answer  to  your  Notice  of  Intention,  or,  if  no  answer  is  filed,  within  10  days  after 
the  expiration  of  the  7-day  period  for  the  official  to  respond. 

2.  At  the  same  time  you  file  your  proof  of  publication,  you  must  also  file  two  blank 
copies  of  your  petition  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters  in  her/his  office  during  normal 
business  hours. 

3.  The  Registrar  or  Voters  will  determine  if  your  proposed  form  and  wording  of  the  petition 
meets  the  requirements  for  a recall  petition. 

4.  Within  10  days  of  receiving  the  blank  copies  of  the  petition,  the  Registrar  of  Voters  will 
notify  you  in  writing  of  her/his  finding. 
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If  the  Registrar  of  Voters  finds  that  the  requirements  for  the  recall  petition  are  not  met,  s/he  will 
include  in  her/his  findings  a description  of  the  changes  in  the  petition  that  must  be  made. 

Within  10  days  after  receiving  a negative  finding,  you  must  file  two  blank  copies  of  the  corrected 
petition  with  the  Registrar  of  Voters  in  her/his  office  during  normal  business  hours.  The  10-day 
correction  notification  period  and  the  10-day  filing  period  for  corrected  petitions  will  be  repeated 
until  the  Registrar  of  Voters  finds  no  changes  need  to  be  made,  or  you  decide  you  no  longer  wish 
to  circulate  the  petition. 

Note:  No  signatures  may  be  gathered  on  a recall  petition  until  the  Registrar  of  Voters  has 
notified  you  that  the  form  and  wording  of  your  proposed  petition  meet  the  requirements  of  recall 
petitions. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27031 .5) 


Q.11  How  do  I design  th  e petition  ? 

A.  Each  section  of  the  petition  must  include  the  following  portions  in  the  format  described  below.  A 

sample  petition  which  includes  all  requirements  can  be  found  as  Attachment  A.  You  may  wish  to 

refer  to  it  as  you  read  this  description. 

1.  All  copies  of  your  blank  petition  form  must  be  printed  on  white  paper  in  uniform  size  and 
darkness  with  uniform  spacing.  Each  copy  is  called  a petition  section. 

2.  You  may  decide  the  number  of  signatures  on  each  section. 

3.  Each  section  may  consist  of  any  number  of  separate  pages.  A page  is  each  side  of  a 
sheet  of  paper  on  which  any  signatures  appear.  On  each  page: 

° there  must  be  a margin,  at  least  one  inch  wide,  which  is  to  be  left  blank  across  the  top  of 
each  page  of  the  petition. 

o there  must  be  a margin,  at  least  one-half  inch  wide,  which  is  to  be  left  blank  along  the  bottom 
of  each  page  of  the  petition. 

° there  must  be  a space,  at  least  one  inch  wide,  which  is  to  be  left  blank  after  each  name  for 
the  use  of  the  Registrar  of  Voters  in  verifying  the  signatures  on  the  petition. 


Above  the  space  for  signatures: 


• Each  page  of  each  section  must  contain  all  of  the  following  in  no  less  than  6-point  type: 

1.  a request  that  an  election  be  called  to  determine  whether  the  official  should  be  removed 
from  office.  (If  you  want  the  recall  to  be  held  at  a special  election,  you  must  include  that 
request  in  this  petition.) 

2.  a copy  of  the  Notice  of  Intention,  including  yur  statement  of  grounds  for  recall.  (You 
need  not  include  the  text  of  CA  Elections  Code  Section  27023  on  the  petition.) 

3.  the  answer  of  the  official  you  are  seeking  to  have  recalled,  if  any.  If  s/he  has  not 
answered,  you  must  include  a statement  on  your  petition  that  no  answer  was  filed. 

• Immediately  above  the  part  of  the  petition  for  voters'  signatures,  you  must  print  in  twelve-point 
type  the  following  three  lines: 
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NOTICE  TO  THE  PUBLIC 


THIS  PETITION  MAY  BE  CIRCULATED  BY  A PAID  SIGNATURE  GATHERER  OR  BY  A 
VOLUNTEER.  YOU  HAVE  THE  RIGHT  TO  ASK. 

(CA  Elections  Code  41 .5) 

The  spaces  for  signatures  of  registered  San  Francisco  voters: 


♦ You  must  design  the  petition  so  that  each  signer  personally  writes  her/his: 

1.  signature. 

2.  printed  name. 

3.  residence  address. 

(If  you  register  voters  at  the  same  time  that  you  gather  signatures  for  your  petition,  we  ask  that  you 
write  the  affidavit  number  to  the  left  of  the  voter’s  name.) 


Below  the  space  for  signatures: 

♦ On  each  section  of  the  petition  you  must  include  a Declaration  of  Circulator  signed  by  the 
circulator  of  that  section  of  the  petition.  This  Declaration  must  contain  all  of  the  following: 

1 . the  printed  name  of  the  circulator. 

2.  the  residence  address  of  the  circulator. 

3.  that  the  circulator  circulated  that  section  and  witnessed  the  appended  signatures  being 
written. 

4.  that  according  to  the  best  information  and  belief  of  the  circulator,  each  signature  is  the 
genuine  signature  of  the  person  whose  name  it  purports  to  be. 

5.  that  the  circulator  is  a registered  San  Francisco  voter. 

6.  the  dates  between  which  all  the  signatures  to  the  petition  section  were  obtained. 

7.  the  circulator  must  certify  to  the  truth  and  correctness  of  the  Declaration  under  penalty  of 
perjury  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  with  the  signature  of  her/his  name, 
including  given  name,  middle  name  or  initial,  and  last  name.  The  circulator  must  state 
the  date  and  the  place  of  execution  on  the  Declaration  immediately  preceding  the 
circulator's  signature. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27030,  27031,  27032) 


III.  GATHERING  SIGNATURES: 


Q.  12.  Who  may  gather  signatures  on  the  recall  petition? 
A.  Any  registered  San  Francisco  voter. 
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For  recordkeeping  purposes,  you  may  wish  to  serially  number  your  petition  sections,  and  keep  a 
log  of  the  sections  you  issue  to  each  of  your  petition  circulators  (i.e.  signature  gatferers).  Thus, 
if  you  and/or  the  Registrar  of  Voters  discover(s)  fraudulent  signatures  or  some  otinzr  irregularity, 
we  will  know  which  circulator(s)  is  (are)  responsible. 


Q.13.  How  much  time  do  I have  to  gather  the  required  number  of  signatures? 

A.  You  must  gather  the  required  number  of  valid  signatures  within  160  days  after  the  Registrar  of 
Voters  has  notified  you  that  the  form  and  wording  of  your  petition  meets  the  requirements  for 
recall  petitions. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27210) 

Q.  14  Who  may  sign  a recall  petition? 

A.  Any  eligible  San  Francisco  registered  voter  may  sign  your  recall  petition. 

(CA  Elections  Code  41) 

Q.15.  Can  a person  who  signs  a petition  withdraw  her/his  signature? 

A.  Any  signer  may,  before  you  file  your  petition,  withdraw  her/his  name  from  the  petition  by  filing 

with  the  Registrar  of  Voters  a written  request  that  her/his  name  be  removed.  Once  you  have  filed 
your  petition,  no  signatures  can  be  withdrawn. 

(SF  Charter  9.109) 

IV.  FILING  THE  RECALL  PETITION 

Q.  1 6.  Who  may  file  the  petition  ? 

A.  You  or  one  of  the  other  proponents  must  file  the  petition,  or  one  of  you  may  authorize  another 

person  or  persons,  in  writing,  to  file  on  your  behalf.  All  sections  of  the  petition  must  be  filed  at  the 
same  time. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27212) 

Q.17.  Can  I keep  turning  in  petition  sections  until  I reach  the  required  number  of  signatures? 

A.  No.  All  sections  of  the  petition  must  be  filed  at  one  time.  Once  you  have  filed  your  petition,  no 
additional  petition  sections  will  be  accepted  by  the  Registrar  of  Voters. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27212) 

Q.  18.  When  must  I submit  the  recall  petition? 

A.  You  must  submit  your  petition  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  in  her/his  office  during  normal  office 

hours  within  160  days  after  s/he  has  notified  you  that  the  form  and  wording  of  your  petition  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  recall  petition. 


(CA  Elections  Code  27210,  27212) 


V. 


QUALIFICATION  OF  PETITION 


Q.  19.  How  long  will  it  take  before  I find  out  if  my  petition  has  qualified  for  a recall  election  to  be 
held? 

A.  The  Registrar  of  Voters  will,  within  5 days,  determine  the  total  number  of  signatures  on  the 

petition.  If  the  Registrar  of  Voters  determines  that  the  number  of  signatures,  prima  facie,  does 
not  equal  or  exceed  the  minimum  number  of  signatures  required,  s/he  will  not  accept  the  petition 
for  filing.  If  your  petition  is  not  accepted  for  filing,  it  will  be  returned  to  you.  (Note:  the  Registrar 
will  be  able  to  make  this  determination  more  quickly  if  you  bundle  your  petition  sections.  See 
Attachment  B for  instructions.) 

If,  from  this  examination,  the  Registrar  of  Voters  determines  that  the  number  of  signatures,  on  its 
face,  equals  or  is  in  excess  of  the  minimum  number  of  signatures  required,  the  Registrar  will 
accept  your  petition  for  filing.  Your  petition  will  be  considered  as  filed  on  that  date.  Sections  of 
the  petition  that  have  not  been  filed  shall  be  void  for  all  purposes. 

Within  30  days  from  the  date  you  submit  your  petition,  the  Registrar  of  Voters  will  verify  the 
validity  of  the  signatures  on  your  petition  and  notify  you  that  your  petition  did  or  did  not  qualify  for 
a recall  election  to  be  held. 

(CA  Elections  Code  27101) 


VI.  AFTER  QUALIFICATION 

Q.20.  If  my  petition  qualified,  when  is  the  recall  election  set? 

A.  If  your  petition  is  found  to  be  sufficient,  the  Registrar  of  Voters  will  certify  the  results  and  set  the 
date  for  the  recall  election. 

(SF  Charter  9.108) 


Q.21.  Will  there  be  a special  election? 

A.  If  your  petition  specifically  requests  a special  election,  the  special  election  will  be  held  within  60  to 
75  days  from  the  date  of  calling  this  election,  unless  the  election  would  fall  within  sixty  days  of  a 
general  or  primary  election,  in  which  case  the  recall  will  be  submitted  at  the  general  or  primary 
election. 

(SF  Charter  9.1 11) 

Q.  22.  What  if  I didn  t ask  for  a special  election  on  my  petition  ? 

A.  If  your  petition  does  not  specifically  request  a special  election,  the  recall  election  will  be  held  at 
the  next  scheduled  election  104  or  more  days  after  you  filed  your  petition. 

Q.23.  How  many  votes  does  it  take  to  recall  an  official? 

A.  A simple  majority  of  the  vote,  that  is  50%  + 1 vote  of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  on  the  recall 
question  will  result  in  removing  the  official  from  office. 

(SF  Charter  9.113) 
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Q.24.  If  the  recall  succeeds,  when  is  the  recalled  official  out  of  office? 

A.  Ten  (10)  days  after  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  declared  the  official  count. 

(SF  Charter  9.113) 

Q.25.  Who  replaces  the  recalled  official? 

A.  If  the  official  is  anyone  other  than  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor  appoints  another  person  to  serve  out  the 
remainder  of  the  term. 

When  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor,  it  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  by  the  supervisors. 

(SF  Charter  3.100) 


VII.  AFTER  DISQUALIFICATION 


Q.26.  Can  I start  another  petition  if  I didn  t get  enough  signatures  or  my  petition  was 
disqualified  for  some  other  reason? 

A.  Yes.  You  may  follow  the  same  procedures  and  file  an  entirely  new  petition  to  recall  the  same 
official  subject  to  the  limitations  described  under  Question  4.  The  signatures  on  the  rejected 
petition  will  not  be  counted  in  deciding  whether  the  new  petition  contains  the  required  number  of 
valid  signatures. 


Q.27.  Can  I get  my  old  petition  back  once  it's  been  accepted  for  filing? 

A.  No.  The  Registrar  keeps  your  petition  once  it  is  filed;  however,  you  may  review  your  petition 

within  30  days  after  the  Registrar  of  Voters  has  informed  you  that  your  petition  did  not  qualify  for 
a recall  petition. 


Q.28.  Can  I start  another  petition  if  the  recall  election  failed? 

A.  Yes,  but  you  must  wait  until  after  six  months  of  the  failed  recall  election  to  start  the  petition 

process  for  the  same  official  you  had  sought  to  have  recalled.  The  new  recall  is  subject  to  the 
limitations  described  under  Question  4. 
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RECALL  PETITION  TO  BE  SUBMITTED  DIRECTLY  TO  THE  VOTERS 

I (We)  request  that  an  election  (a  special  election)  be  called  to  determine  whether  (NAME  OF  OFFICIAL)  should  be  removed  as  (TITLE 
OF  OFFICE)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

PUBLISHED  NOTICE  OF  INTENTION  AND  STATEMENT  OF  GROUNDS  FOR  RECALL 

Notice  is  hereby  given  by  the  persons  whose  names  appear  hereon  of  their  intention  to  circulate  the  petition  within  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  for  the  purpose  of  recalling  (NAME  OF  OFFICIAL)  as  (TITLE  OF  OFFICE)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  A 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  recall  as  contemplated  in  the  petition  is  as  follows: 

One  two  three  four  five  six  seven  eight  nine  ten.  Eleven  twelve  thirteen  fourteen  fifteen  sixteen  seventeen  eighteen  nineteen  twenty, 
ne  two  three  four  five  six  seven  eight  nine  ten.  Eleven  twelve  thirteen  fourteen  fifteen  sixteen  seventeen  eighteen  nineteen  twenty.  One 
two  three  four  five  six  seven  eight  nine  ten.

So  that  the  Registrar  of  Voters  can  more  quickly  determine  if,  prima  facie,  you  have  submitted  a sufficient 
number  of  signatures  for  your  recall  petition,  you  are  encouraged  to  prepare  your  petition  sections  as 
follows: 


1.  Check  signers  on  each  petition  section.  Addresses  with  P.O.  Boxes  or  cities  other  than 
San  Francisco  are  invalid. 

2.  Sort  the  petition  sections  into  stacks,  so  that  each  stack  has  sections  with  the  same 
number  of  signatures  (i.e.  one  stack  will  have  petition  sections  which  each  have  ten 
signatures,  another  stack  will  have  petition  sections  which  each  have  nine  signatures, 
etc.). 

3.  Within  each  stack  use  rubber  bands  or  string  to  bundle  petition  sections  into  batches  with 
50  sections  each.
